Reflections on the hobby? 

Was very annoyed to read in Diplomacy Laurels, a section of Xenogogic by 
Larry Peery, the following: * A year, two years ago, I suggested we have a 
DOT HAPPY AWARD for zines that folded and left the hobby in a professional 
and sportsman-like manner. So far three awards have been given: Allen Wells, 
Dot Happy t Eric Ozog, Diplomacy By Moonlight, and Randolph Smyth, Fol Si 
Fie (or was it John Leeder? And if so, why? And why not both?)' 

Firstly, you'd think that If he's given out only three such awards, Larry 
could make a tiny bit of effort to find out who he gave them to! Secondly, 
this displays an attitude shared by some south of the border that if -you're 
not an American, you're not worthy of courtesy. Not only does John Leeder 
deserve better treatment than that, the Canadian hobby deserves better. 

It happens from time to time that a few American pubbers confuse me with 
Randolph Smyth, or can't keep Dave Carter and Steve Hutton straight. 
Changes in the CDO aren't recognized for months after the fact. (Diplomacy 
World still lists Andy Lischett for Orphans' Placement.) But it's not as 
though there were 70 or so pubbers, coming and going with changes in the 
seasons as in the USA. Hell, there's only half a dozen Canadian pubbers at 
any one time — and surely it can't be that much of a strain to remember who's 
who. After all, Canadian pubbers are usually pretty good at keeping up with 
the activities of their American counterparts and they've ten times the 
number of names to remember. 

I suppose, as a Canadian, I ought to be used to this attitude. After all, 
I've had a lifetime of experiences with the Ugly American. ('Thought I'd do 
a little skiing in July in Toronto, then go bag a few moose in Montreal.') 
I've also had enough experience with intelligent Americans to realize that 
we don't have to expect rudeness and ignorance when we deal with someone 
from the Home of the Brave. 

Just to turn it around, suppose I had published the following? 

'Diplomacy World, pubbed by Robert Sacks, is one of the finest zines 
around... You should also check out Europa Express, published by Dick Martin. 
...John Caruso is doing a great job as BNC and ought to be congratulated...
